In this ſtate our Lord Jeſus Chrif taught Men, bow to return to & 
to recover the Love of GOD both by Word & Deed, and ſeing that 
fo long as ſelf love and ibe love of the Morld and of the things that are 
in the Warld do poſſeſs a Man's heart; the love of ibe Father cannot 
be in bim: Therefore His great: Leſſon to all that would be His 
Diſciples and come after Him was, To deny tbemſelves, and take up © 
their croſs and follow Him ; who never did his own. will; but tbe will of 


Him that ſent Him, never ſought: his own Glory and Honour but 


His Fatber:? never ſtudied to pleaſe himſelf, but to pleaſe GOD; 


neyer ſought to be great in the World or to be learned, or to have 
praiſe of Men, or to have Wealth aud Riches; but chooſe to be 
poor end mean, and deſpiſed, and not to have where ro lay His 


head; did not follow after pleaſures, but w Aan of Sorrows and 


acquainted with Griefizdeſpiſed all the things that we hunt and ſeek © 


after, and embrace the things chat we dead and hade an wer 
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Our Lord Jeſus Chriñ ſaw it needful, that Men ſhould be thus 
taught. ſenſibly both in word and deed by others like themſelves, and 
endued: with His Life and Spirit even unto the end of the World, 
and therefore he chooſe out among his Diſeip'es Twelve Men who © 
were his conſtant attendants, and taught by Him, and He ſent them 
forth to Preach the. Goſpel, He chooſe out other Seventy Diſciples . 
alſo, and ſent them forth in like manner. 

After our Lords Reſurrection and Aſcenſion, when they were 


fihed with the Holy Gboſt, they became Witneſfes unto Him unto the utter- 


moi parts of the Earth, and ceaſed not to warn Men to Repent and 
be converted; and they were careful to pitch upon other faithful 
Men endued with the ſame Spirit, who might teach and guide o- 
thers, both by word and by example, and fo to continue and ex- 
tend this bleſſing to the end of the World. 

So long as the Miniſters of Chriſt were His living and ſenſible Ima- 
ges and followers, they were powerful and Effectual Inſtruments of 
forming His Nature, and conveyingHis Life and Spirit unto others, 
even as one lighted Candle lights another, and both give light to all 
that are in the Houſe; and their words were full of force and light 


and touch'd the heart as coming from the heart, and being darted 


with love, and tranſcribed in the Life, and were the words of Jeſus 
Chriſt himſelf ; and the effect they had on others was not to meke 
them talk much, nor to be fierce againſt. others that Ciffer'd from 
them, but to judge and think meanly of themſelves, to learn to deny 
themſelves and their on wills and deſires, and to ſeek to be true 
followers of Chriſt, and to walk in love. 

But fra once the wealth, power and greatneſs and learning of 
the World came into the Church of Chriſt, and all the World fer up 
to be:Chriſtien, - Cbriſtianiiy was quite changed, many got in to de 
the Paſtors. of Chriſts Flock that had nothing of His Spirit, the qua- 
lifications requized by the, Apoftle were no longer regarded, bur o- 
ther:Rules preſcrib'd by Humane wiſdom ;- and the corruption of the 
Paftors compleated the corruption of the Church; the efenticl Do- 
&rine of Jeſus Chriſt was gloſſed away by the falſe Interpretations . 
and Traditions of Men, Chriſtianity was turned into a ffrife of words, 
a Sett of Opinions, and an obſervation of ſome out ward formali- 
ties; and becauſe of a difference of Seatiments or Practice in ale, | 


Men were taught to hate one another, and truecbarity was quite ba- 
niſh'd from off the Earth. The horrid Corruption: and lamentable 
Diviſions of Chriſtendom, call for Weeping and Faſting and Prayer 
from all ranks of People, and eſpecially for that the [alt bas loft bu 
ſa vour, and the Candle gives no light. N — 3 20 

Among all the Diviſions of the Chriſtian world, there are none 
which afford matter of greater Aſtoniſhment than thoſe of Britain, 
and particularly of this Kingdom, while our contentions about 
our particular forms of Church Government have occaſion'd ſuch ſtrife 
and hatred, calumnies and evil ſpeekings, Wars and fightings, blood 
and confuſion. We all grant the neceſſity of Order, and where there 
is a due Subordination, the Order is moſt comely and ſtable, we 
ſee it in all things of Art and Nature; in ſailing,the Boys, the Rows» 
ers, the Mariners,the Pilot, he Maſter; in Armies, the Serjeant. the 
Enfign, che Lieutenant, the Captain, the Colonel, the General; 
in the Body, the Head, the Eyes, the Ears, the Tongue, the 
Hands, the Feet. We know there is a Mob among all Ranks, a- 
mong Miniſters as well as the People, who have need of wiſe and 
pious Watchmen and Guides. We lee the footſteps of ſuch a comely 
and ſtable Order in the Records of Holy Writ (which ſome will 
needs call extraordinary, and appointed but for the time, as if the 
Maciners*of a fleet being reſolved to mutiny, and rabble out the 
ſhipMaſters andPilots, ſhould afficm theſe were extraordinary Offi- 
cers appointed only for atime by the firſt Admiral and great Ma» 
fier of Navigation, and chat the Direction of the Helm belong'd 
ro them all alike ) and that the primitive and pureſt times of the 
Church were careful to obſerve the ſame, 

But ſuppoſe the form of Church Government, about which men raiſe 
fuch Duſt and Clamour were intirely conformable to the primitive 
Patern, yet to make that our great and chief buſineſs, to ſpend our 
own and the peoples zeal about it, as if the ſtreſs of Chriſtianity 
lay upon it, while neither they nor we are conformed to the life 
and Spirit of Feſus Chriſt is a molt prepoſterousOcrder,and altogether 
contrarv to the Do&rine and Practice of our Lord and Maſter, this 
is that Pariſaicł Spirit, againſt which our Saviour ſpeaks with ſuch- 
ſeverity, the being zealous forthe /efſer things, while the more weigh- 

ty ones are neglected, to wit, Judgement, Mercy, Paithfulneſs aud ©

Our Lords practice was quite contrary to this /irit and temper. He 
called upon all men-to repent, to deny themſelves, to beware of Cove- 
Fouſne(s, not to lay up Treaſures upon Earth, but in Heaven, totake no thought 
what they ſhould eat or drink, or wherewithal they ſhould be clothed, or for 
the morrow, but to ſeek firft the, Kingdom of God, and the Righteouſneſ; 
thereof ; to judge themſelves and not their Brother ; to do nothing to be ſeen 
ef men, to forgive men their Treſpaſſes, to love our enemies, to bleſs tbem, 
them good and pray for them. Hetells us who are Bleſſed ; the poor 
in ſpitit, they that mourn, the meek, they who do bunger and tbirſt after 
. Righteonſneſs, the merciful, the pure in Cas, the peace ma ers, they which 
be perſecuted Fe Righteouſneſs ſake, reviled, and all manner of evil ſpoken 
&gainft them falſly for by ſake. His great care was to have his Apo- 
ſtles and thoſe who were to teach all Nations, form'd into this Spi- 
rit, that they might be Inſtruments of conveying the ſame Divine 
Nature, Life and Spirit unto others: But for the ourward things of 
Religion, as to Rites of Worſhip and Forms of Government, &. 
he ſcarce ever, mentions them, as well knowing that if bat which is 
_  withinthe Cup be once cleanſed, the. outſide will be clean alſo ; if the exe 
be once ſingle, the whole body will be full of Light ; and if men be re- 
newed in the Spirit of their Minds, they will follow the things that 
make ſor Order, Decency, Unity and Peace. OI a 
But the contrary. prepoſterous way mars all: For chothe outſide 
be in never ſo exact a form; if the inſide be not cleanſed it avails

Life. (Rev. 2. 10.) 6. Neither are there any footſteps of ſuch an 
Ambulatory Goverrment, in the primitzve Church after the times of the 
Apoſtles.

It appears then that there are far more and ſtronger arguments for the 
ſtated Office of Biſhops.

And according as 
Chriſt hath appointed, let not the Apoſtles ( and their Succeſſours the Bi- 
ſhops exerciſe Lordſhip and authority as the Kings of the Gentiles ;, but
